DES MOINES: — (INS) — Data 
gathered five years ago by state 
sanitary engineers. may be_ used 
against cities on the Cedar river 
charged’ with polluting the stream 
by discharging untreated sewage 
into its waters when those cities 
appear before the state commission- 
er for hearing September 8, Inter- 
national News Service learned to- 
day. 

Reports made on stream condi- 
tions on the upper Cedar river in 
1926 and 1927, and a report on the 
lower Cedar river in 1928, may be 
used in conjunction with data gath- 
ered on the stream more recentiy, 
A. H. Wieters, state sanitary en- 
gineer, said today. 

The earlier reports were made 
from data gathered between Wav- 
erly and La Porte City. Waterloo 
and Cedar Falls are approximately. 
in the middle of this: section, re- 
ferred to as the “upper Cedar riv- 
er.” 

The lower Cedar river is the sec- 
tion from La Porte City. to Colum- 
bus Junction, which is near the 
junction of the Cedar and Iowa 
rivers. Cedar Rapids is the only 
first class city on this stretch. 

The stream at that time was

NICOST OF CRIME 
IN U.S. IS HIGH 


Total Cost Is. Better 
Than Billion, Says 
Wickersham 


By GEORGE E. DURNO 
WASHINGTON—(INS)—A crime 
bill of, staggering proportions is run 
up annually. at the expense of the 
American people, the Wickersham 
commission- reported to President 
Hoover. today in a lengthy bro- 

chure entitled ‘‘Costs. of Crime.” 
Investigators for the commission 
tabulated costs totalling a billion 
and a quarter dollars; but points 
out this was only a fraction of the 
whole’ outlay. in supporting the 
criminal element. They refused to 
even attempt to estimate the bur- 


den in its entirety. 


Among the more significant facts 
developed was that two-thirds of 
all money the federal government 
spends annually in administering 
criminal justice is devoted to en- 
forcement of the prohibition. laws. 
The goyernment’s efforts to main- 
tain law and order last year. cost 
$52,786,202, . and . $34,828,550 . or 
66 percent went for prohibition. 
No effort. was made to determine 
what percentage of the $247,700,000 
spent in 1930 by the nation’s 365 
leading cities was applied in this 
direction, but it was found that the 
11 states maintaining state police 
forces were devoting 25.5 percent of: 
their- appropriations for those 
forces to dry-law enforcement. 
These totalled $2,660,000. 

Because of inadequate funds the 
commission found it impossible to 
determine how much money is di- 


verted from useful channels by | th 


racketeering and organized extor- 
tion, but reported to the president 
that the loss was most serious.

‘CRUCIFIXION’ 
MURDER SOLVED 


Crippled Sailor Under 
Arrest for Brutal 
Slaying 


SAN FRANCISCO—(INS)—With 
the arrest in Los Angeles of Harry 
Harper, 28, a crippled sailor, San 
Francisco police today believed 
they had solved the “crucifixion” 
murder of Felix A. Williams, 36, 
former marine, in his apartment 
here. 

Arrested in the southern city last 
Saturday as a vagrant, Harper, ac- 
cording to reports, confessed Mon- 
day that he had robbed a man in a 
Bush street apa€@ment in San 
Francisco, stunning his victim by 
hitting him on the head with a 
vase. He declared that he did not 
know the name of the man nor the 
address of the apartment. 

The information was relayed to 
San Francisco police, on the state- 
wide teletype system, but no report 
of such a robbery had been made 
and police could not check the re- 


port. 

When Williams was found dead, 
spread - eagled and lashed to his 
bed, an immediate check with the 
Los Angeles department revealed 
that Harper declared he had stolen 
@ gun, a ring and $1.25 from his 
victim and that he was in posses- 
sion of clothes corresponding to 
ose worn by Williams. He was 
said to have described the floor 
plan of Williams’ apartment per- 
fectly. 

Inspector George Engler of the 
San Francisco department immed- 
iately flew to Los Angeles by plane 
and questioned Harper, then start- 
ed the return trip to San Francis- 
co with Harper in custody. He was 
expected to arrive here this morn- 


Police declared that they believ- 
ed the “vase” which Harper said 
he used to strike down his victim 
was the gilded wooden elephant 
which was found beside William's 
bed, a tusk broken, covered with 
dark stains.

not considered <s especially dan- 
gerous. 

R. B. McAlester, assistant sani- 
tary engineer, is now making an ob- 
servation tour of the Iowa and Ce- 
dar rivers. McAlester started from 
Columbus Junction and proceeded 
up the Iowa river to Iowa Falls, 
taking samples of the water as he 
went. He then crossed to Waverly, 
and is returning down the Cedar 
river. McAlester plans to follow to 
the junction of the two rivers, tak- 
ing samples of the Cedar river wa- 
ter. 

Wieters said today that his re- 
port on Cedar river conditions, to 
be used at the hearing of the seven 
cities and two packing plants ac- 
cused of polluting the stream, will 
probably not be as complete and 
detailed as was his report on Des 
Moines river conditions. 

A comparison of data gathered 
during the past few months with 
that gathered several years 
should aid greatly in showing 
increase in pollution, as well as the 
effects of relative river stages, he 
pointed out. 

Very often, he declared, a stream 
is polluted to the extreme point of 
carriage, but. still holding enough 
oxygen to sustain fish life. Under 
such conditions, he said, only a 
slight increase in pollution is nec- 
essary to destroy the balance, and 
cause fish to die in hundreds and 
thousands. 

Here relative river stages and 
sewage discharges play an impor- 
tant part in the condition of the 
stream, which responds readily to 
slight changes, he said.

IOWA GOVERNOR 
WANTS HIGHER 
INCOME TAXES 


Gov. Dan W. Turner 
Gives an Address 


At Smithland 


SMITHLAND, Ia.—(INS)—Strong 
support of the debentures plan and 
edvocation of increased income and 
inheritance taxes were made here 
today by Governor Dan W. Turner. 

Turner, speaking on the program 
of the celebration of the 75th an- 
niversary of the town’s existence, 
declarcd that “the most construc- 
tive suggestion that has ever been 
made to stabilize the prices of 
farm products, to insure the farmer 
a decent price for his commodities, 
is the equalization fee or the deben- 
ture plan.” 

“When congress meetc this win- 
ter,” he said, “instead of milling 
around on a thousand hair-brained 
project they should work out % 
stabilization plan for farm products 
—the only suggestion that has ever 
been madetiat looked as though it 
was sound and will get results. 

“This is a matter for congress,” 
he added. 

Interest Rates is Discussed 

Interest rates on farm loans was 
also referred to by the governor as 
an important federal problem. He 
lauded the suggestion that the gov- 
ernment purchase the bonds of the 
federal land bank and that national 
legislation be enacted to put a gov- 
ernment guarantee on those bonds. 

Governor Turner deplored the 
fact that while the government can 
borrow money cheaper than at any 
other time in recent years, the 
average citizen “has a, hard time 
to borrow money at any rate of in- 
terest.” 

He suggested that the govern- 
ment borrow money at 3 percent 
and loan it to the farmer at 4 per- 
cent. He also suggested that in- 
surance companies should lower 
rather than raise rates of interest 
in these times. Insurance company 
rates should be set not higher than 
5 percent. 

Reduction of government ex- 
penditures and spreading of the 
tax burden were advocated by the 
chief executive. He stated his be- 
lief that the retrenchment progran: 
of the administration is a start in 
the right direction. 

Touches On Employment 

Turner urged every effort to 
spread employment as far as pos- 
sible during the coming months, 
and that preparations be made to 
take care of “our citizens who will 
be without food and shelter.” 

Progress made by the state em- 
ployment emergency committee was 
pointed out by the governor, who 
said that preparations are already 
being made in some of the larger 
cities of the-state to take care of 
this emergency. 

“We cannot allow citizens in this 
state to go hungry,” declared Turn- 
er. “It is a severe iméictment of or- 
ganized society that men who are 
willing to work can not find em- 

ent. j; i 

the dévelopment6f civiliza! 
tion, in mechanics, in art and in 
transportation we have seemed to 
have a requisite amount of intellig- 
ence, but in economics we have 
made but poor advancement,” 
charged Iowa’s administrative 
head. 

He pointed out once -more the 
situation of millions of dollars 
worth of food which cannot be sold 
on the one hand and millions of 
starving people_on the other. 

“To say to these people that are 
unemployed that Iowa is better off 
than other states is poor consola- 
tion, and it is our duty to meet this 
great emergency,” said Turner.

HAVANA—(INS)—A guerilla war 
of long duration seemed in pros- 
pect for Cuba today as_4ighting 
spread to Matanzas, the last quiet 
province ,and to Havana itself.

In an attempt to stifle rumors, 
Colonel Federico Rasco, governor 
of the Province of Havana, last 
night banned: public discussion of 
the revolt on penalty of banish- 
ment 150 kilometers from the resi- 
dence of the accused. To strike a 
blow at the student movement 
against the government, the gov- 
ernor issued an order making fath- 
ers responsible for the whereabouts 
and conduct of their children.

Lamps That Are Similar, but N 
Harmonious 


Dear Beth: 

I know exactly how you feel 
about lamps. When we were fur- 
nishing our home I insisted on hav- 
ing a lot of lamps, placed where 
they would do the most good, and 
George insisted that I was going to 
make the whole place look like a 
lamp display room. There is one 
way to avoid having that result 
from the use of many lamps. 

Even if the lamps are for differ- 
ent purposes and are in different 
parts of the room, there can be a 

certain harmony among them. 

Harmony of design in the several 
lamps used in one room will help 
to give the room a unified appear- 
ance which can't be achieved if 
lamps of four or five different de- 
signs are used. I don’t mean just 
alike, Beth, that would be tiresome 
monotony. But you know it is not 
pleasing to look at one lamp and 
see a gracefully turned, curving 
base and shade, and then look at 
one across the room and see angu- 
lar lines°and square corners, The 
stores are helping you select re- 
lated styles in lamps now by show- 
ing them in groups such as could 
be used in a living room, dining 
room, or bedroom.

Fluffy-ruffied silk shades 
seem a bit out of place with tailored 
parchment ones, and, too many 
fancy shades in one room create a 
disturbing impression.

Color harmony is important in 
lamps, just as it is in rugs and dra- 
peries and upholstering material.

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The World Court Again 
It now appears that we are to have the world court issue 
with us again, when congress meets in December. Presi- 
dent Green of the American Federation of Labor is the lat- 


est man in public life to attempt a revival of interest in. the 
international tribunal. 


At the Atlantic City meeting, President Green delivered a. 


stirring appeal to bring this country into the court, agreeing 
however, that the United States should only go in with such 
reservations as to assure non-interference by the court in 
purely domestic, questions. 

The efforts of President Hoover to bring about the mora- 
torium with Germany pretty clearly demonstrates that the 
time is not yet ripe for this country to seek entry to the 
court. The attitude of several European countries, most es- 
pecially France, is not such as to recommend the court plan 
to this ration. 

A world court, where the differences between nations could 
be amicably settled without war and its attendant bloodshed, 
would be an idealistic institution, but, before the United 
States can subscribe to the plan, the basic selfishness and in- 
tense self-seeking of some of the powers will have to be elim- 
inated. 

The age-old hatreds existing between various nations and 
groups of nations are not less potent because veiled under an 
apparently peaceful relationship. France hates Germany and 





has seemingly placed every obstacle possible in the path of 
reconstruction. 

Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah, has summed up the attitude 
of France in an address delivered before the National As- 
sociation of Secretaries of States at Salt Lake. 

“I am disgusted with France in her efforts to destroy 
Germany,” said the Utah Senator. “She is demanding her 
‘pound of flesh’ from Germany, and Germany can’t pay. 

“France was the last of the United States’ debtors to agree 

“on a war debt settlement. She held out for weeks on Presi- 
dent Hoover’s moratorium proposal and took every advan- 
tage she could before giving her assent.” 

It is this attitude of self-seeking that is going to keep the 
United States out of the world court. Many people in this 
country have learned to distrust the motives of France and 
other foreign powers and will continue to oppose closer poli- 
tical relations with them until they demonstrate their sin- 
cerity. 

The time may come in this world when the peoples of all 
nations will earnestly desire lasting peace, when the spirit 
of selfishness, now pervading the earth, will have disappeared. 
The time may come when people will be willing to forego the 
pride of citizenship in their fatherland and cheerfully ex- 
change this type of patriotism for world citizenship. 

When that time comes, the people of the United States will 
doubtless fall into line, if not head the procession. 

In the meantime, we had best bequeath that problem to 
our great-great-grandchildren. 


Power As An Issue 
That the subject of power will be one of the foremost is- 
sues in the next presidential campaign seems a settled fact. 
If the two presidential candidates are Governor Roosevelt of 


New York and President Hoover, the power theme will prob- 
ably be sung loudly and often. 

The failure of President Hoover to answer personally the 
letter recently sent to him by Governor Roosevelt anent ne- 
gotiations with Canada on the St. Lawrence waterway mat- 
ter, has been made the occasion of considerable comment. The 
matter seems to have been cleared up now but it has left in its 
wake the thought that this is the beginning of the New York 
governor’s march on the White House. 

There are few subjects which would make a better issue in 
1932 than would the power situation. There are few men 
who have a better background than Governor Roosevelt for 
fighting a campaign with power as the issue. He is gener- 
ally credited with being antagonistic to the so-called power 
trust. . 

On the other hand, the farm belt is not going to work itself 
into any great frenzy over the power question. What the far- 
mers of the middle west have to pay for power is not half so 
interesting to them as what to use for money to pay with. 

During the last campaign religion and booze were used as 
a camouflage smoke screen. We have a feeling that the great 
farming communities are not going to be deluded into forget- 
ting their own problems, in 1932, and that the politician seek- 
ing.farmers’ votes is going to be kept pretty close to issues 
that really concern agriculture. 


No Special Session 

The announcement that President Hoover does not intend 
to call a special session of congress this fall, to deal with un- 
employment or for any other purpose, has been met with vary- 
ing reception throughout the country. 

The progressive element in the senate has been anxious 
that the president call a special session to deal with the un- 
employment situation and several other important subjects. 


The theory has been that the German moratorium agreement 
will occupy considerable time—provided: congress can find 
the time to toy with it. 

The president probably has this fact well in mind in.refus- 
ing to call the extra session. The next payment of war debts 
is due on December 15. If the moratorium agreement is to be 
etfective, it will be necessary for congress to act with a great , 
deal more speed than usual, as the regular session does not | 
convene until December. 

It is probable that the German debt moratorium will be ' 
promptly approved by congress, if there is no time given for 
lengthy debates. On the other hand, it is not difficult to pic- | 
ture an extra session devoting untold hours to acrimonious 
discussion of the whole debt question, if our national legisla- | 
tors are called together in the fall. i 

The country at large probably féels that congress would | 

accomplish little by meeting ahead of schedule, as far as the 
unemployment situation or relief legislation is concerned. |

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SANITATION MORE EFFECTIVE 
IN DISEASE PREVENTION 
THAN PREVENTIVE 
MEDICINE 


In an address over the radio H. 
B. Anderson, Manager of the Citi- 
zen’s Medical Reference Bureau 
said “Sanitation is the science of 
preventing disease and promoting 
the’ public health. In discussing 
this’ subject I- wish to contrast the 
benefits derived from sanitary en- 
gineering, food inspection and im- 
proved living conditions to the dis- 
advantages of the present day man- 
ia for injecting disease products. in- 
to healthy children for the alleged 
purpose of preventing disease. The 
sanitary engineer on the one hand 
is busy doing all he can to keep 
impurities out of the human body 
whereas the manufacturers of, and 
those who reap financial returns 
from, the administration of vac- 
cines and serums are concerned 
with injecting foreign products in- 
to the body. 

“Instead of health boards trying 
to regulate the individual from the 
cradle to the grave in purely per- 
sonal matters concerning the child 
and its parents, or the parents 
themselves, the health boards 
should spend. more time eradicat- 
ing filth, supervising housing laws, 
child-labor laws and all matters to 
improve living conditions. Sanitary 
conditions are the proper field for 
health officers and not in adminis- 
tering dangerous and questionable 
serums and vaccines to healthy 
children. I realize of course that 
there is a limit to how far the 
health boards can go in the im- 
provement of living conditions but 
I submit that if the expense and 
energy now employed in adminis- 
tering serums and vaccines were 
used along the line of food inspec- 


tion and improving living condi-4; 


tions generally the people would be 
happier and healthier. 

“Instead of concentrating on 
such matters the Departments of 
Health inaugurate campaigns to 
administer tuberculin to healthy 
children as an alleged test to de- 
termine whether they now have or 
at some time in the past have had 
a trace of tuberculosis. The dan- 
ger in administerin§ this product 
to children is that it may cause 
some disease which had disappeared 
to come back. 

“Then the Departments of Health 
will send out warnings that dipth- 
theria will be more prevalent and 
more dangerous next winter or the 
year following as a means of fright- 
ening parents into having their 
children inoculated against this dis- 
ease. This use of the fear appeal 
is unjust because the Department 
of Health has no way of deterthin- 
ing what the weather and sociolo- 
gical factors influencing mortality 
from this disease will be. The 
deathrate from this disease has 
been going down instead of up and 
we have just as much reason to be- 
lieve it will continue to disappear as 
we have to expect an increase. 

“Pretty soon the Departments of 
Health will be busy rounding up 
the boys and girls matriculating the 
schools in the Fall to have them 
vaccinated- There has been very 
little smallpox this past year. The 
Health Departments of course will 
say this fine record is due to vac- 
cination, but that is only a matter 
of opinion as there are millions of 
children in different parts of the 
country who have never been vac- 
cinated and who have never con- 
tracted this disease. 

“Likewise Departments of Health 
some years ago became zealous 
about the use of a serum against 
whooping cough, but not much is 
said about that serum any more. 
For many years a portion of the 
medical profession who find the ad- 
ministration of vaccines and ser- 
ums enormously profitable have in- 
sisted that they were the final auth- 
ority on questions having to do with 


public health, and our politicians 
for the most part, instead of chal- 
lenging their authority, have allow- 
ed them to dominate practically all 
public health work. 

“What should be done is to place 
sanitary engineers in charge of pub- 
lic health work or to employ ad- 
ministrators who will handle the 
work of departments of health in 
a disinterested manner without. be- 
ing responsible to any medical so- 
ciety or other body having a fin- 
ancial or other interest in such 
health measures and when the 
public generally comes to the real- 
ization that this is a problem de- 
manding their personal attention I 
am confident that such a change 
will be made.” 

Often the literature which has 
been issued in connection with the 
campaigns by Departments of 
Health is distinctly misleading and 
gives the impression that children 
who have received injections of 
toxin-anti-toxin cannot contract 
diphtheria. Statistics disprove this 
assertion and show that this meth- 
od of treatment does not make one 
immune but a person is just as 
likely to contract the disease if 
exposed. In fact a physician in the 
New York Medical Week, March 28, 
1931, states that the majority of 
cases of diphtheria which he has 
seen during the past year have been 
in children who have received tox- 
in-antitoxin at the hands of public 
agencies and the literature on this 
subject is not true. Serums and 
vaccines do not prevent contagion. 

In an article on “The Fallacies 
of Vaccine Therapy” in the Journal 
of the AMA by Dr. Ernest E. Irons 
the failure of serums and vaccines 
is emphasized and the dangers 
pointed out in their use. These 
opinions by this authority on the 
subject are the result of years of 
experience and by one who former- 
ly believed in their efficacy. 

In spite of the fallacies of pre- 
ventive medicine and the dangers, 
to say nothing of the uselessness of 
such methods, so-called preventive 
medicine, which means inoculations 
with serums and vaccines, is the 
method of treatment recommend- 
ed by Allopathic or organized med- 
icine- Health Boards advocate 
such methods and are behind all 
campaigns for their use. 

In the Indiana State Medical As- 
sociation Journal for June 1931 in 
an Editorial, a special department 
is recommended at the State Uni- 
versity to train public health of- 
ficers. This article says: ‘“Former- 
ly the principal duties of a health 
officer was to look after sanitation 
and in a rather superficial manner 
establish quarantine in contagious 
diseases, but that time has passed 
and now we not only expect but de- 
mand that health officers shall take 
a vital interest in everything that 
aids in the promotion or health. 

However, it has been proved con- 
clusively that so-called preventive 
medicine by the methods now in 
use spread disease instead of di- 
minishing it. The health officer 
should be confined to sanitation 
as formerly to decrease disease.

“FOOD OR POISON” 


Most everyone has heard of the 
expression, “what is one man’s 
meat is another man’s poison.” 

In spite of the fact that we have 

many authorities about the findings 
of the action and reaction of var- 
ious elements and substances, it 
must be remember that most of 
these findings have been obtained 
from experiments an animals, so 
far as these authorities pertain to 
the body and its nourishment. As 
Dr. Doherty says, “Almost anything 
can be proved or disproved if a suf- 
ficient number of different kinds 
are used. By using buzzards it can 
be proved that ptomaine pois- 
oning is a myth and that rottihg 
carcasses are wholesome food. Rab- 
bits may be used to show that bella- 
dona is good food, and the porcu- 
pine will show that prussic acid is 
harmless. Dogs may be used to 
prove that bones are easily digested, 
but everybody knows that these 
things don’t work on man, and that 
whatever experiments are made 
should be made on man and not on 
rats, rabbits or other animals.” 
* Everything is good for something 
and it is up to man to find out 
those things that are best for him 
by personal experience, and also, by 
observing his neighbor. It is true 
that the neighbor might be able to 
eat certain foods without any dis- 
turbance at all, but which might 
cause severe distress when eaten by 
the other man. Nevertheless, by 
observation one may profit and 
save himself many disagreeable ex- 
periences by observing how others 
are afected by different types of 
treatments. Also, if one observes 
real closely, an insight may be 
gained into the way different peo- 
ple feel by and from their manner 
of living. The average person does- 
n’t have a good idea of what this 
food will do, or what that food will 
do. Modern ways of living have got 
us side-tracked and into the no- 
tion and habit of eating too’ much 
and too many highly refined foods 
that have no vital substance left 
to speak of. All our natural in- 
stincts have been blunted and 
blinded by nice looking and easier 
prepared foods and are forgetting 
how to live naturally and what is 
good for us to eat. 

To be told that meat is not good 
to eat and that one must live on 
fruit and nuts to be healthy is not 
enough. People should know why 
and what for. If the system be- 
comes clogged up and elimination 
is interferred with one should know 
how to change the intake of food 
so that this condition may be over- 
come. It is not difficult to learn

SEASON MAY BE 
CLOSED, REPORT 


Drastic Curtailment Is 
Threatened by U. S. 
To Save Supply 


Due to the scarcity of water fowl 
this year, drastic reduction and pos- 
sibily the entire elimination of the 
open season, on duck hunting 
throughout the United States may 
be ordered within the next two 
weeks by U. S. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Hyde, it was learned here 
today. 

Representatives of the Bureau of 
Biological Survey, recently return- 
ed from northern areas of the Unit- 
ed States, and reported continued 
and unprecedented doubt in duck- 
breeding areas. This, coupled with 
information from breeding areas in 
Canada, where approximately 90 
percent of wild ducks are bred, in- 
dicate that this year’s hatch in wa- 
ter fowl will be the smallest on 
record. 

Season Already Curtailed 

Notice has already been received 
here by County Recorder G. C. 
Parks that legislation at the close 
of the season of 1930-31 reduced the 
season of 1931-1932 by two weeks. 
In this area, which includes north- 
ern, central and western states, the 
season’s opening has been postpon- 
ed from Sept. 16 to Oct. 1. 

In all other areas, it was decid- 
ed to reduce seasons by closing them 
two weeks before their regular 
closing dates. Under the new plan, 
the season in central Atlantic 
states opens Oct. 16, in southern 
states Nov. 1, and in Florida, Nov. 
20, each season running two weeks 
less than in previous years. 

It is now believed necessary to 
reduce these seasons even more 
drastically because of the scarcity 
of fowl. Unless this reduction takes 
place, next year the season will be 
so scarce that the season may have 
to be closed for several years, ac- 
cording to a statement issued from 
the bureau. 

Lakes and Marshes Dry 

There is a possibility that the 
season this year may be closed al- 
together, in order to give the ducks 
and geese a chance to increase their 
numbers. 

Investigators who made the sur- 
vey recently, reported dry lakes, 
ponds and marshes in the majority 
of the breeding areas, where there 
was no sign of acquatic life. Al- 
though the drought is now broken, 
relief came too late to affect the 
breeding period. A marked short- 
age of breeding ducks and young 
was noted in all sections. 

In several thousand miles, in- 
vestigators saw a few dozen broods 
of young ducks in an area that nor- 
mally produces millions. Govern- 
ments of the United States --and 
Canada are working together in an 
effort to have an adequate supply 
of breeders for next season. Shoot- 
ing conditions have been seriously 
affected, «and the only method by 
which they may be returned to nor- 
mal is through careful conservation. 

The severity of limitations will 
not be definitely determined until 
Secretary Hyde has studied the sit- 
uation more thoroughly. Correspon- 
dence with Canadian officials and 
conferences with investigators will 
influence this decision.

WINNER PROVES 
HE’S CHAMP OF 
WELTERWEIGHTS 


Loser Ascribes Loss to 
Seven Pounds He 
Gives McLarnin

NEW YORK—Any doubt but that 
Jimmy McLarnin is the uncrowned 
welterweight champion of the world 
was dispelled today by the ease 
with which the versatile Vancou- 
verite disposed of Billy Petrolle, 
his erstwhile nemesis, in the third 
and deciding chapter of their fis- 
tic feud at Yankee stadium last 
night. 

McLarnin, in outpointing the 
Fargo Express by a wide margin, 
demonstrated that he is the cream 
of the 147-pound class and that 
Petrolle’s surprising victory over 
him here last November was a 
fluke. 

Romped to Decision 

Going into the ring a 7 to 5 fa- 
vorite, the baby-faced one romped 
through the ten rounds to a un- 
animous decision like an 18-to 5 
shot. The bout was almost an ex- 
act repetition of their second meet- 
ing here, when the Irishman kept 
the North Dakota veteran at bay 
with his left hand and speared his 
way to a crafty triumph. 

Although he won seven of the ten 
rounds, McLarnin had to fall back 
on his boxing skill to win the bout. 
He tried to swap punches with Pe- 
trolle during the first five rounds 
without cuccess. Thereafter he re- 
sorted to defensive tactics and won 
all of the remaining rounds. 

McLarnin used no illegal punches 
and scored a clean-cut victory. 

Only $41,000 Gate. 

The high ticket scale—$9.10 was 
top—held the net receipts to $41,- 
000. Only about 18,000 saw the 
fracas. A “gate” of $100,000 had 
been anticipated by Madison Square 
Garden, which promoted the show. 

Petrolle ascribed his defeat to the 
fact that he had to concede seven 
pounds to McLarnin. He weighed 
139, while Jimmy tipped the scales 
at 146 pounds.

In one message he told how at 
mess, knives and forks being absent 
the Lindberghs were forced to 
struggle with chop sticks during 
meals, an endeavor highly diverting 
to their Japanese hosts. 

He reported the discovery of/the 
fliers by the Shinshiru Maru as 
follows: = 

“Colonel Lindbergh first saw our 
ship as we dropped anchor. He 
waived his hand and smiled as if 
glad to see human beings. As soon 
as we saw Colonel Lindbergh we 
lowered a boat and pulled over to 
the plane. Colonel Lindbergh 
jumped down on a pontoon, ex- 
tended both hands and greeted the 
crew. He was smiling and looked 
cheerful and not particularly tired.

LESSON FOR AUGUST 23 
A Gospel For All Men 

LESSON TEXT—Acts 10:1-11:18. 

GOLDEN TEXT—For there is no 
difference between the Jew andthe 
Greek: for the same Lord over all 
is rich unto all that call upon him. 

PRIMARY TOPIC—The Gospel 
for Everybody

Brotherhood. 

YOUNG PEOPLE AND ADULT 
TOPIC—The Gospel for All Men. 


In the lesson for August 2 we saw 
the missionary program of the 
church broaderred to include the 
Samaritans. We see in this lesson 
the program still widening and em- 
bracing the Gentiles. The con- 
version of Cornelius illustrates the 
breaking down of “the middle wall 
of partition” (Eph. 2:14). 

I. Cornelius (10:1, 2). 

1. His official position (v. 1). He 
was a Roman officer over a com- 
pany of one hundred soldiers. 

2. His character (v. 2). a. A de- 
vout, pious man. b. A praying man. 
c. A charitable man. 

II. The Supernatural Prepara- 
tion for the Transition of the Gos- 
pel to the Gentiles (10:3-33). 

1. Two visions were given (vv. 
3-16). (a). The vision of Corneli- 
us (vv. 3-8). While engaged in 
prayer an angel of God announced 
that his prayer and alms had come 
before God as a memorial and in- 
structed him to send to Joppa for 
Peter who would tell him what to 
do. (b). The vision of Peter (vv. 
9-16). This took place while Peter 
was praying (v. 9). He saw a cer- 
tain vessel containing clean and 
unclean animals let down from 
heaven, and heard the command, 
“Rise Peter, kill and eat.” This 
vision indicated that both Jews and 
Gentiles were accepted on high. 

2. A messenger sent from Cor- 
nelius (vv. 17-22). Peter was great- 
ly perplexed over what he had seen, 
but not for long, for messengers 
from Cornelius made inquiry at the 
gate for him. The org erg 
Peter of the matter arid wate om 
go, nothing doubting. 

3. The meeting of Cornelius and 
Peter (vv. 23-33). (a). Peter took 
six witnesses along (v. 23). He had 
the good judgment to know that on 
a matter of so great importance he 
must have witnesses. (b). Cor- 
nelius waiting for Peter (v. 24). He 
had such confidence in God’s in- 
struction that he called togather his 
kinsmen and friends to be ready an 
Peter's arrival. (c). Cornelius 
about to worship Peter (vv. 25, 26). 
Peter repudiated his act and pro- 
tested he himself was but a 





man. (d). The reciprocal explana- 
tion (vv. 27-33). Peter explained 
to him how God had taken from 
him his Jewish prejudice and asked 
why Cornelius had sent for him. 
Cornelius explained that God had 
instructed him to send for Peter. 

Ill. Peter’s Sermon (vv. 34-43). 

1. The introduction (vv. 34, 35). 
He showed that God is no respector 
of persons but that in every nation 
those that fear God and work 
righteousness are accepted of him. 
This does not mean that Cornelius 
was already in a state of grace, and 
therefore saved, but that he was 
eligible to hear the gospel and ac- 
cept the terms of salvation. 

2. His discourse (vv. 36-43). In 
the discourse he touches briefly up- 
on the mission of Jesus, showing 
that by means of his baptism and 
the anointing of the Holy Spirit he 
was qualified for his work as me- 
diator. He then exhibited the work 
of Christ: (a). In his life (vv. 
36-38). He went about doing good, 
even casting out demons as a proof 
that God was with him. (b). In 
his death (vy. 39). The just suffer- 
ed for the unjust that he might 
bring us to God (I Pet. 3-18). (c). 
In his resurrection (vv. 40,41). God 
raised him up the third day show- 
ing openly that Christ was his Son 
(Rom. 1-4) and that his sacrificial 
work was satisfactory (Rom. 4:25). 
In this discourse is set forth, (1%. 
The basis of salvation—the cruci- 
fixion of Christ. (2) The scope of 
salvation—whosoever believeth in 
him. (3) The method of approach- 
ing salvation—believing on him. 

IV. The Holy Spirit Poured Out 
(uv. 44-48). 

This was a new Pentecost. As 
the gospel was entering upon its 
widest mission, the Spirit came in 
new power. 

V. Peter Vindicates His Minis- 
try to the Gentiles (11:1-18). 

Being called to account for hav- 
ing visited and eaten. with Gentiles, 
Peter rehearsed the. whole store 
showing how -God had set his seal 
upon the work by the miraculous 
gift of the Spirit.
